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The cortege arrived at Springfield on the 
morning of Wednesday, and the remains 
were taken to the hall of the Houae of Re- 
presentatives in the State Houae, where 
the people were permitted to take their last 
sad view of the couutenance of him whom 
they cherished so deeply in their hearts. 
Here Mr. Lincoln was well known, and 
well beloved. Here he had spent the great- 
er portion of his life.

Kits. Prbsk: The solemn scene is ended. 
The grandest and most awe-inspiring fu- 
neral pageant ever seen upon this broad 
earth was yesterday brought to a close by 
depotsiting in the tomb all that remained 
on earth of Abraham Lincoln, theie to 
await the final resurrection of the just! 
Having fulfilled biti great mission on earth, 
he has been called to his final reward on 
high, leaving a nation in tear*! Noblest 
au<i truest of men, thon great Preserver of 
lay Country, farewell, farewell! 

The public have been advised, through 
the newspapers, of all the minute circum- 
atanres attending the progress of the re- 
main* ot our dear President from Wash- 
ington to Springfield, and I shall eon tine 
myself only to a general description ot the 
progress of the Kentucky delegation and of 

^It'iB wStSfmf beraf that^on the entire 
route, the delegation, consisting of Govern- 
or Bramlette, atafi, and suite, and Major 
General Palmer and staff, have been met 
with unbounded cordiality and hospitulity. 
Our worthy Governor, particularly, hat* 
been the cynosure of thousands of eyes, 
and was one of the chief objects of interest 
to the people of Indiana and Illinois. The 
members of the delegation are under many 
obligations to the citizens of Springfield, 
who opened wide their doors and were 
most generous in their hospitality. 

The citizens ol Indianapolis and the au- 
thorities of the State of Indiana made 
extensive preparations for the solemnities. 
The city was tastefully and almost univer- 
sally draped in mourning. Handsome 
Riches were built in the streets, tbe State 
House was magnificent in its decorations, 
and all that a loyal people could do was 
done to show their respect for the memory 
of the great man whose memory was so 
deeply onsbrined in their hearts. At seven 
o'elock on Uunday morning the funeral 
train arrived, and with it rain began to fall, 
which continued with little intermission 
during tbe entire day. As seon as the re- 
main* were deposited in the State House, 
the people were admitted to take a last look 
at the face of their fallen chief. Among 
them are thousands of Sunday school chil- 
dren, whose young hearts were deeply im- 
pressed by the solemn scene. Surely they 
can never forget it, but will cherish it in 
their memories to the latest day of their 
lives. 

At B o'clock it was announced that the 
grand procession must be omitted alto- 
gether, on account of tbe unpropitious 
weather. This was a source ef the greatest 
disappointment to all, and strangers from 
ail quarters of the country sympathized 
with the people in Indianapolis in their re- 
grets, that at»« r all the ^ r pains-taking, the 

be left out. 

The decorations in the State House were 
of the most elaborate and tasteful charac- 
ter. The remains were deposited under 
the great dome, which was hung with 
black alpacoa, forming a magnificent can- 
opy and studded with stars of gold. Bu- 
pefb chandeliers lighted up the mournful 
scene, and brought vividly to mind that 
superb view, the Star Chamber in the 
Mammoth Cave. The illusion was render- 
ed the more perfect by tbe strains of a sil- j 
ver band, concealed behind the arras. At I 
the hour of 11 o'clock, P. M.. when the cof- 
fin was about to be closed, the band played I 
that sublimest of all old familiar mu^ic, 
"Old Huudred." As the echoes reverbe- 
rated through the great dome, and finally 
died away in tbe distance, the effect was 
most thrilling, and many an eye was suf- 
fused .with tears. That scene and that 
music made an impression upon the minds 
and hearts of the vast concourse of people 
which time will not efface from their mem- 
ories. 

The funeral train arrived at Chicago dur- 
ing the forenoon of Monday, aud the re- 
mains were received at Park Place, under 
a magnificent arch. Of this beautiful spec- 
imen ef art I shall not attempt a descrip- 
tion, I can say no more than that it was 
grand in all its proportions, outlines and 
decorations, and it was a noble tribute from 
the citizens of Chicago to the illustrious 
dead. 

Our delegation were left behind at Indi- 
anapolis and did not arrive at Chicago un- 
til about daybreak on the morning of 
Tuesday. We therefore saw nothing of the 
vast procession which accompanied the 
remains to the Court House, where they 
laid in state until Tuesday night, when the 
cortege left for Springfield.

pursued him with the malignity of ghouls 
during his life, and are now among the 
first to shed their hypoc 
his grave. 

As a faithful chronicler of events, in this 
connection I cannot forbear, in justice to 
tbe people of Springfield, of the State of Il- 
linois, and of the whole country, as I be- 
lieve, to allude to a oircumstance which 
cast a damper upon their feeling and 
thwarted their wishes. I will not trust my- 
self to record the impressions left upon my 
mind while listening to their eon vernation. 
To say that they were disappointed, and 
that the most cherished object of their de- 
sires was disregarded, is to state the faot in 
the mildest terms. 

The citizens of Springfield, with a noble 
liberality, had purchased for $30,000 a beau- 
tiful lot, containing about six acres, cover- 
ing an entire block, and located but, a short 
distance from the heart of the city, and in 
full view of the St. Louis, Alton and 6hica- 
go railroad. The design was to deposit Mr. 
Lincoln's remains temporarily in a hand- 
some vault prepared for the purpose, and 
at some future time to transfer them to a 
beautiful and commanding spot in the cen- 
ter of the lot, now coverea by a handsome 
dwelling, and there to erect to his memory 
a monument worthy of him and worthy ol 
the people of the whele country. All these 
noble schemes, so creditable to the people 
of Springfield, and so dearly cherished by 
them were suddenly and summarily over- 
thrown. 

On Saturday afternoon a dispatch was re- 
ceived from Hon. Secretary Stanton, in 
which he slated that it was the peremptory 
desire of Mrs. Lincoln that her husband's 
remains should be deposited in Oak Ridge 
Cemetery, and in no other place. As a 
matter of course, this decision could not be 
disregarded, however distastelul it might 
be to the feelings and wishes of the people. 
What was the effect, I shall not attempt to 
describe. There was in the minds of all a 
feeling of great disappointment, mingled 
with another sensation which may be im- 
agined. 

Oak Kidge Cemetery is a lovely spot, ad- 
mirably suited for the purposes to which it 
has been consecrated, but it is located 
about two miles from the city, and accessi- 
ble only by a dirt road. Those who know 
what the roads over the Western prairies 
are need not be told how disagreeable they 
are during a large portion of the year. It 
is probable that not one in ten thousand of 
all the strangers who shall hereafter pass 
through Springfield will ever have the op- 
portunity of visiting the last resting place 
of Abraham Lincoln. 

On Thursday, the 4th inst., at about 11 
o'clock, the vast procession fell into line 
and followed the remaius to Oak Ridge 
Cemetery, where the last sad words' were 
said, the last mourntul requiem was snng, 
and the mortal body of our murdered Presi- 
dent was deposited in tbe tomb. The dirges 
were performed by a choir of about three 
hundred voices, supported by an excellent 
silver band. As the procession approached 
the vault the ear was greeted with the 
mournful tones of that grand old anthem:

the Xcond Session of the Thirty- 
JZighth Congress. 

[Public— No. 83.] 
An Act extending the time for the comple- 
tion of certain land grant railroads in tbe 
States of Minnesota and Iowa, and for 
other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That the quanti- 
ty of lands granted to the State ot Minne- 
sota, to aid in the construction of certain 
railroads in said State, as indicated in the 
first section of an [act] entitled "an act 
making a grant of land to the Territory of 
Minnesota, in alternate sections, to aid in 
the construction of certain raMroad*) in Bald 
Territory, and granting public lands, In al- 
ternate sections, to the State of Alabama, 
10 aid in the construction of certain rail- 
roads in that State," approved March third, 
eighteen hundred and fifty-seven, shall be 
increased to ten sections per mile for each 
of said railroads and branches, subject to 
any and all limitations contained in said 
act and subsequent acts and as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sac. 2. And be it further enacted, That 
the first proviso in the first section of the 
act aforesaid shall be amended so as to 
read as follows, to-wit: Provided, That the 
land to be so located shall in no case be 
further than twenty miles from the lines 
of said roads and branches, to aid in the 
construction of each of which said grant 
is made; and said lands granted shall, in 
all cases, be indicated by the Secretary of 
the Interior. 

Skc. 3. And be it further enacted, That 
any and all lands heretofore reserved to tbe 
United States by any act of Congress, or in 
any other manner by competent authority, 
for the purpose of aiding in any object of 
internal improvement or other purpose 
whatever, be, and the same are hereby, re- 
served and excepted from the opera' ions of 
this act, except so tar as may be found ne- 
cessary to locate the route of said road 
through such reserved land, in which case 
the right of way shall be granted, subject to 
the approval of the President of the United 
States: Provided, further, That any lands 
which have been granted to the Territory or 
State of Minnesota for the purpose of aid- 
ing in the construction of any railroad, 
which lands may be located within the 
limits of this extension of said grant or 
grants, shall be deducted from the full 
quantity of lands hereby granted, aud that 
any lauds which may have been so granted 
shall be strictly applied in accordance with 
tho terms and conditions of said act, unless 
subsequently modified by law. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That 
the sections and parts of sections of land, 
which by said acts and this grant shall re- 
main to the United States, within ten miles 
on each side ot said roads and branches, 
shall not be sold for less than double the 
minimum price of public lands when sold, 
nor shall any of said lands become subject 
to sale at private entry until tbe same Bhall 
have been first offered at public sale to the 
highest bidder at or above tbe minimum 

Erice as aforesaid: Provided, That actually 
onafide settlers under the pre-emption 
laws of the United States may, after the 
proof of settlement improvement and oc- 
cupation, as now provided by law, purchase 
the same at the increased minimum price: 
And, provided, also, That settlers under 
the provisions of the homestead law, who 
comply with the terms and requirements 
of said act, shall be entitled to patents for 
an amount not exceeding eightvacres each, 
anything in this act to thecontrary notwith- 
standing. 

Skc. 5. And be it further enacted, That 
the lands hereby granted shall be subject to 
the disposal of the legislature of the State 
Of Minnesota, for tbe purposes aforesaid, 
and no other. And the said railroads and 
branches shall be and remain public high- 
ways for the use of the Government of the 
United States, free of all toll or other 
charges upon the transportation ol any pro- 
perty or troops of the United States. 

Skc. 6. And be it further enacted, That 
the lands hereby and heretofore granted to 
said Territory or State of Minnesota shall 
be disposed of by said State for the purposes 
aforesaid only, and iu manner following, 
namely: When the Governor of said State 
shall certify to the Secretary of the Interior 
that any section of ten consecutive miles of 
said road is completed in a good, substan- 
tial, and workmanlike manner, as a first 
class railroad, and the said Secretary shall 
be satisfied that said State has complied in 
good faith with this requirement, the 
said Secretary of the Interior shall issue to 
the said State patents for all the lands grant- 
ed and selected as aforesaid, not exceeding 
ten sections per mile, situated opposite to 
and within a limit of twenty miles of tho 
line of said section of road thus completed, 
extending along the whole length of said 
completed section of ten miles of road, and 
no further. And when the governor of said 
State shall certify to the Secretary ol the 
Interior, aud the Secretary shall be satisfied 
that another section of said road, ten con- 
secutive miles in extent, connecting with 
the preceding section or with some other 
first class railroad which may be at 
the time in successful operation, is com- 
pleted as aforesaid, the said Secretary 
of the Interior shall issue to the said 
State patents for all the lands grant- 
ed and situated opposite to and within the 
limit of twenty miles of the line of said 
completed section of road or roads, and ex- 
tending the length of said sections of land 
per mile for all that part of said road thus 
completed under the provisions of this act 
and tbe act to which this is an amendment, 
and so, from time to time, until said roads 
and branches are complete. And when the 
(iovernor of said State shall so certify, and 
the Secretary of the Interior shall be satis- 
tied that tbe whole of any one of said roads 
and branches is completed in a good, sub- 
stantial, and workmanlike manner, as a 
first class railroad, the said Secretary of the 
Interior shall issue to the said State 
patents to all the remaining lands 
granted for and on account of said com- 
pleted road and branches in this act, situ- 
ated within the said limits of twenty miles 
from the line thereof, throughout tbe en- 
tire length of said road and branches: 
Provided, That no land shall be granted 
or conveyed to said State under the pro- 
visions of this act on account of the con- 
struction of any railroad or part thereof 
that has been constructed under the pro- 
visions of any other act at the date of the 
passage of this act, and adopted as a part 
of the line ot railroad provided for in this 
act: And provided, That nothing herein 
contained shall interfere with existing 
rights acquired under any law of 
Congress heretefore enacted making 
grants of lands to the State of Min- 
nesota to aid in the construction of rail- 
roads: And provided, lurther, That said 
lands, granted by this or prior acta, shall 
not in any manner be disposed of, except 
as the same are patented under the provi- 
sions of this act; and should the State fail 
to complete any one of said roads or 
branches within eight years after the pass- 
age of this act, then the said lands undis- 
posed of as aforesaid, granted on account of 
•aid road or branches, shall revert to the 
United States. 

Skc. 7. And be it further enacted, That 
as soon as the Governor of said State of 
Minnesota shall file or cause to be filed 
with the Secretary of the Interior maps de- 
signating the routes of said road and 
branches then it shall be tbe duty of the 
Secretary of the Interior to withdraw from 
market the lands embraced within the pro- 
visions of this act. 

SBC. 8. And be il further enacted, That, 
the United States mail shall be transported 
on said road, under the direction of the Post 
office Department, at such price as Congress 
may by law provide: Provided, That, until 
such price is fixed by law, the Postmaster 
General shall have power to fix the rate of 
compensation. 

Sbc. 9. And be it further enacted, That 
the provisions of this act shall also be con- 
strued so as to apply and extend to that 



twelfth, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, 
entitled a joint resolution authorizing the 
State of Minnesota to change the line of 
certain branch railroads iu said State, and 
for other purposes, notwithstanding the va- 
cation thereof by naid State, as though said 
joint resolution had not passed, and also to 
the line adopted by said State, in lieu of tho 
line so vacated. 

Skc. 10. And be it further enacted. That 
tbe time mentioned in an act entitled "An 
act making a grant of lands to the State of 
Iowa, in alternate sections, to aid in the 
construction of certain railroads in said 
State," for the completion of said railroads 
named in said act, be, and the same is here- 
by, extended two years. 

Skc. 11. And be it further enacted, That 
the last clause of the second section 
of an act entitled "An act to regulate the 
compensation of registers and receivers of 
land offices in the several States and Ter- 
ritories in the location of lands by States 
and corporations under general grants 
from Congress, and for other purposes," be, 
and the same is hereby so amended as to 
read: "A map of the change shall be filed 
with the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office within three months after the said 
change of location shall be made." 
Approved, March 3, I860. 

.Mr. Cobdeu's Successor. 

Tho seat in the House of Commons, oc- 
cupied by Richard Cobden from 18.VJ, until 
his death, will be occupied during the short 
remainder of the present Parliament by a 
man who inherits his political opinions, if 
not his ability. Mr. Potter, whose father 
and brother had successively been Mayors 
of Manchester— sometimes called Cotton- 
opolis—has been elected M. P. lor the bor- 
ough of Rochdale. He was opposed by Mr. 
Hrett, a lawyer and a Tory. 

The population of Rochdale is 29, 190, and 
the ntirMber of registered voters is l,34t>. 
At the election, 1,142 votes were recorded: 
616 for Mr. Potter and 4% for Mr. Brett, 
leaving a clear majority of 150. What Mr. 
Potter's political opinions are may be gath- 
ered from what he said on the declaration 
of the final state of the poll. It was as fol- 
lows: 

Gknti.kmkn: I congratulate the men of 
Rochdale, the people of England, and the 
friends of human progress all over the 
world, on the glorious news from the other 
side of the Atlantic I congratulate the 
friends of popular government on the suc- 
cess of the Federal cause. I congratulate 
the working men and the working women 
of Roehdale and this great district 
on the prospect ere long of having plenty 
of cotton unstained by the blood of the 
slave. The proudest aristocracy in the 
world have had to bow down before the of- 
fended majesty of a great people. Let this 
warning not be lost to the proudest aristoc- 
racy in Europe, and let them remember 
that the maintenance of wrong to a great 
people is as unsafe as it is unjust. [Cheers, j 
Men of Rochdale, I thank you for the honor 
you have done me in electing me your rep- 
resentative. But far more I thauk you 
that you have set your seal on the opinions 
of that great man who was recently taken 
away from amoug us. 

.1(H) Members of Parliament Dispensed 
With. 

A strong effort will be made to supply the 
placo of Mr. Cobden in Parliament, by 
electing John Stuart Mill, the highest au- 
thority in finglish political economy. Mr. 
Mill is a pupil of Bentham. He is now 
about sixty years old, and is tho mallet 
with which every liberal Englishman 
knocks you down, it you presume to differ 
with him ou any subject whatever. John 
Stuart Mill says so-aud-so, or a quotation 
from any of his various writings is suppos- 
ed to be an end of argument. If he is elect- 
ed from Westminster, there must be some 
arrangement made by which he can speak 
last, or there will be an end of all debates 
in Parliament, and no more volumes of 
Hansard will be needed. 

When I say speak fast, I mean that he 
should not speak until all the others have 
had their say, for no one will venture to op- 
pose so great an authority, aud to add any- 
thing on the same side would be superllu- 
ous. For my part, l don't see tie least use 
of the other five hundred and ninety odd 
members. With Mr. Mill in Parliament, 
they may as easily be dispensed with as all 
other books by those who accept the Koran. 
An infallible statesman does not need ad- 
vice, and should not be bothered with op- 
position.— [Cor. N. Y. Times. 

Twenty-two States, including Louisiana, 
Tenuessee and Arkansas, have now, 
through their Legislatures, ratified the 
Constitutional Amendment abolishing 
Slavery. There is no doubt but that New 
Hampshire, Iowa, Oregon, and California 
will follow their example in due season. 
The assent of but one more member of the 
Union will then be required to make the 
Amendment the law of the land, provided 
Louisiana, Tennessee and Arkansas are' 
recognized as organized States. Some ex- 
Slave State will, in that case, have the hon- 
or of giving the castiug vote for Freedom. 

Will it be Kentucky, North Carolina, or 
Florida? As to Delaware and New Jersey, 
they occupy the unenviable position of dogs 
iu the manger, endeavoring to delay Avhat 
t lit- v cannot hope to prevent. The amend- 
ment will be passed iu spite of them, and 
by the votes of States a thousand times 
more deeply interested in the perpetuity of 
the accursed institution, and more vitally 
affected by its abolition, thau these tree and 
Keini-free meuials ot the slave power have 
ever been, or ever can be. — [N. Y. Tribune. 

The slaves throughout Virginia univer- 
sally understand that they are free — and so 
do their masters, in most cases— and the 
relation between master and slave is already 
beginning to change gradually into that of 
laudlord and tenant, or employer and em- 
ploye. The quondam slaves generally de- 
sire to remain where they are for tho pres- 
ent. They, as well as their late masters, 
have their local attachments, which it is 
not easy to break off without some necessity 
for it. Let what may be said on tbe sub- 
ject, the whites and blacks of the South are 
destined to soon get along together much 
better under the new relations than under 
the old.

Our compositor inexplicably affixed the 
date of May 4th to the line in yesterday's 
Press, crediting to the Richmond Whig 
"A True View of the War," Ac. As Rich- 
mond was in United States possession and 
the Whig published in the Union interest 
on the "4th of May," and any thing appear- 
ing in it of that date cannot be pronounced 
as being in the clear interest of the rebel- 
lion, and, therefore, any argument based 
on that assumption is without point and 
valueless.

Nkw York, May 8.— Tbe London Times 
of the 27th Bays: This evening it may be 
expected that the leaders ot great parties 
in tbe House of Commons will take the op- 
portunity of expressing, in the name of the 
nation, the horror which is felt at the crime, 
and of assuring the American people that 
whatever difference of opinion may exist 
in this country as to the present war, there 
is but one feeling of sympathy with them 
at the loss of an honest and high-minded 
man. 

London and provincial journals alike de- 
scribe the intense excitement which the 
news created, and all unite in warm eulo- 
giums upon Mr. Lincoln, and bitter denun- 
ciations of the assassination. 

Paris and continental journals also con- 
tain articles on the subject. The scene on 
change in Liverpool will not soon be for- 
gotten. The (••eiUMncnt has rarely, if ever, 
been exceeded. Late in the day a request 
was sent to the Mayor to call a public 
minting to express the sorrow and indig- 
nation of the people. Hundreds signed it 
and the Mayor issued a proclamation for a 
meeting at St. George's Hall on the after- 
noon of the 27th, to be adjourned to the 
evening of the same day, that the working 
classes may likewise have an opportunity 
of attending. 

Tbe flag on the Town Hall and others and 
the shipping at Liverpool were displayed at 
half mast. 

All the Americans in London. Union and 
Emancipation Society and the the people of 
Manchester aud Birmingham were to 
meet on the 27th ult. to express their senti- 
ments. 

The Liverpool Post, of the 27th, is printed 
with it- columns in mourning. 

The Times says that ilothing in political 
history can be remembered that has ever 
drawn forth as a more unanimous feeling 
thau this news. Personally President Lin- 
coln enjoyed the kind regards of every one 
in England. The extent to which his influ- 
ence was estimated in upholding amicable 
relations between England and the United 
States has been shown by n fall of unusual 
severity in all classes of securities. 

The Times editorially says the news will 
be received throughout Europe with sor- 
row as sincere aud profound as it ever 
awoke in the United States. 

Mr. Lincoln's perfect honesty speedily 
became apparent and Englishmen learned 
to respect him. 

It also says, unjust as we believe it to l>e 
the Confederate cause will not escape the 
dishonor cast upon it by these wanton 
murders. 

The Daily News says that Mr. Lincoln 
has not fallen in a Hash of triumph, for no 
thought of triumph was in that honest and 
humble heart. But his task was accom- 
plished, and the battle of his life was won, 
and in all time to come, among all who 
think of more than rank, the name of 
Abraham Lincoln will beheld in reverence. 

The News then continues: We will not, 
without further and overwhelming proof, 
lay the charge of this horrible conspiracy to 
the leaders or abettors of the South. 

The Star pays a warm tribute to Mr. 
Lincoln, and eulogises his steadfast policy 
of peace, in spite of all provocations, to- 
wards England. It also expresses a con- 
fidence that tbe North, even in its hour of 
just indignation, will bear itself with that 
niaj^ nanimity and clemency, which thus 
far has attended its triumph. 

The Daily Telegraph says, frpm vulgar 
corruption, from factious hatred, from the 
meanest jealousy and uncharitableness, 
this great ruler was wholly free; at last 
came what seemed to be the fruition ol his 
labor, the reward of his patience and cour- 
age. 

He entered Richmond as a conqueror, 
but he launched no decree of proscription 
against the South, for the light appeared to 
him to be over, and it was not in his heart 
to bear malice against a beaten foe.

Halleck, that after the 20th all persons 
found in arms against the United States in 
Virginia and North Carolina will be treated 
as robbers and outlaws. Persons assisting 
in organizing guerrilla bands and continu- 
ing hostilities against the United States, 
will be tried by Military Commission, and 
be subject to death. Military officers are 
to preserve order, and reconcile differences 
between freedmen and their masters. The 
freedmen are obliged to work, but may 
select their own employers. For minors 
not cared for by parents, the apprentice 
system is to be introduced.

Harris Court Martial. 

Washington, May 8.— The Harris court 
mar ia! met to-day, and in the absence of 
important witnesses adjourned till to-mor- 
row.

"Mr. President of the Commission: The 
undersigned respectfully states to the Com- 
mission here that he has been advised by 
counsel since the commencement of this 
trial, and since he plead to the charges, Av., 
that he ought to have made a formal ex- 
ception to tbe Jurisdiction of this tribunal to 
take cognizance of the charge made agaiust 
him, and which he has been required to 
answer; and respectfully further suggests 
that whilst he could hardly hope any views 
he might be aMo to nresent in support of 
this exception to Induce tdis honorable 
court to sustain the same in the teeth of the 
various decisions in supnort of the jurisdic- 
tion of similar tribunals in like cases, and to 
which decisions in supportof thejUrisdi'-tion 
of similar tribunals would naturally accord 
to the highest and indeed controlling re- 
spect. Yet he is advised that the sugges- 
tion of w*nt of jurisdiction, made at any 
time and in any mariner hf wetef Informal, 
will, for all ulterior purposes, be eduaby 
available as if the same had been made by 
formal plea or some other appropriate 
mode. The undersigned therefore respect- 
fully asks the benefit of the exception, 
which he desires to be made part and par- 
cel of the record taken by the jurisdiction 
of this tribunal. . /a_jw 

The undersigned respectfully further 
states that he has been advised and that he 
respectfully suggests that the two specifica- 
tions to the charge against him, nor does 
either of them show an offense embraced 
within either clause of the 9th article of 
war. No such acts are alleged as would or 
could, if proved, amount to such offense or 
any such offense as is made punishable by 
or under said article, aud he hopes that he 
may have all the benefit of all exceptious 
to said specifications as if he had in effect 
demanded the same »nd each of them. 

The undersigned did not ask permission 
at this stage of the trial to be heard in sup- 
port of these exceptious, but respectfully 
asks that this paper may be read aud made 
a part of the proceedings of the case to avail 
hereaftei in such manner as justice and 
right mav require. B. G. Harris. 

The judge also said he had no objections 
to the reception of the paper, and ;t waa 
therefore filed. 

Mr. Cram, counsel for defense, demurred 
against the specifications, saying that no 
particular house was named therein, which 
the accussed is charged with harboring the 
men in. He, however, deferred presenting 
the point at the present time. The accused 
then offered hb evidence General Orders 
No. 57 of the.War Department.glviug trans- 
portation to rebels and others to their 
domes.

Governor 

[rrom the Indianapolh. Journal, May A.] 

Governor Braiulette, of Kentucky, ac- 
companied bv his wtau" and a large number 
of prominent and distinguished gentlemen 
from the State, joined the funeral cortege of 
the late President la this city, and accom- 
panied the reniaius via Chicago to their final 
resting place at Springfield, Illinois. We 
were thrown ia contact witb these gentle- 
men more or less for several days, and were 
gratified to find them so unwavering in 
their devotion to the Government, and de- 
termined in their support of the adminis- 
tration. A large number of them had 
served with distinction in the Union 
armies, had suffered much from the rebel- 
lion, had lost largely from the impressment 
of their slaves; yet no more devoted patriots, 
or firmer adherents to our cause, can l»e 
found in the country. All with whom we 
conversed were enthusiastically in favor of 
the constitutional amendment for the abo- 
lition of slavery throughout the land. 
Upon our return to Indiana, we were de- 
tained for a short time at Lafayette, where 
they became the guests of the State, and 
were tendered, through Gov. Morton's staff, 
bv Governor Lane, the hospitalities of the 
State. 

In reply to Governor Lane's speech, Gov- 
ernor Bramlette said that he accepted the 
compliment tendered— not as personal to 
himself, but to the State he had the honor 
to represent, and accepted it a" such. Ken- 
tucky had had many occasions to attest the 
friendship of Indiana during the dark 
hours, when she was presided over by a> 
traitor Governor— and had never failed to 
receive promptly all the aid she asked. lie 
had stood shoulder to shoulder with In- 
diana soldiers in the field. Both were ac- 
tuated by the same spirit of patriotism and 
kindred memories, their blood had min- 
gled together on the field of battle, and if 
his affection for the people of Indiana was 
greater than for those of any other part of 
the country, it was because he felt as if 
they owed Indiana a debt of gratitude. 
He rejoiced that the rebellion was so near 
crushed, and hoped that hereafter the Gov- 
ernment would be so administered as to 
prevent a recurrence of the scene through 
which we had just passed. There was noth- 
ing that stood in the way of the Union which 
should not be swept from the face of 
the earth. There was not a traitor who 
was not a hater of the Father of his Coun- 
try. He had bigher hopes for the future, 
and again thanked the Indianans for the 
honor conferred by them, Ac. There were 
many good poiuts in the Governor's speech, 
but as we made no notes, we find it impos- 
sible to give even an intelligent outline of 
what he did really say. He was heartily 
and warmly congratulated at its completion 
by Gov. Lane, Hon. R. C. Schenck, and 
many other distinguished gentlemen who 
were present. Speeches were also made 
by Hon. R. C Schenck, of Dayton, Ohio, 
and W. H. Kinney, £sq., of Kentucky, 
which were replete with eloquence and 
sound doctrine upon the questions at issue. 
We sincerely regret that we have not full 
reports of what was said. 

The entire party arrived here at 5 o'clock 
P. M., on Friday, and left immediately for 
their homes. We never met a more gal- 
lant, whole-souled party of gentlemen, 
and shall embrace the earliest opportunity 
to renew acquaintances so agreeably com- 
menced.

Au Important Order Respecting Prison- 
ers of War. 

Washington, May 7.-OHicial: Ordered 
that all prisoners of war, except officers 
above the rank of Colonel, who before the 
capture of Richmond signified their de- 
sire to take the oath of allegiance to the U. 
S and their unwillingness to be ex- 
changed, be forthwith released on their 
taking said oath, and transportation fur- 
nished to their respective homes. In re- 
spect to all other prisoners further orders 
will be issued. 

Commissary General of Prisoners will 
issue necessary regulations for procuring 
the requisite record of prisoners of war to 
be released under this order. The record to 
set forth the nameof prisoner, place of resi- 
dence, organization to which be belonged, 
place of capture, and an oath of allegiance 
will be administered by commanding offi- 
cers of prisons, camps and forts, who will 
send by telegraph daily reports of prisoners 
released to the Commissary General of 
Prisoners. These reporta will bo consoli- 
dated each day and transferred to the Secre- 
tary of War.

I shall always remember with 
pride the loyal support and generous confi- 
dence you have given me. I now part with 
you with deep regret and bid you farewell 
with feeling of cordial friendship, and earn- 
est wish that you may hereafter enjoy all 
the prosperitv and happiness to be found 
in the world.

.Miscellaneous. 

New York, May 8.— The Times' Wash- 
ington special says it ought to be under- 
stood that the recent proclamation offering 
rewards for the apprehension of Jeff. Davis 
as one of the parties implicated in the as- 
sassination of Mr. Lincoln, was not issued 
by President Johnson as his individual act, 
or merely upon his personal opinion as to 
the guilt of Davis; it was issued in pursu- 
ance of the decision of the proper legal 
authority. It was first unanimously decid- 
ed in Cabinet meeting that all parties in 
any way connected with the conspiracy 
should be tried by military tribunal, and 
not by civil courts. All the testimony re- 
lating to the matter was then placed offi- 
cially in the hands of the Judge Advocate 
General, Holt, who examined them very 
carefully and made a written report to the 
Secretary of War, giving it as his official 
opiniou that the evidence proved Davis to 
have been connected with the inception and 
execution of the plot. It was upon this 
official report that the proclamation was 
was based. It is not to be supposed that 
any direct and personal a -tion in the mat- 
ter can be traced to Davis, but it will be 
proved that tha conspiracy was formed and 
prosecuted with his knowledge and assent. 

Caiho, May 8.— Five hundred and 
fifty bales of cotton passed up to-day for 
t incinnati, and forty for SU Louis.

ing, with fully nine feet water in the canal 
by the mark. The weather was warm, 
with very heavy rains in the morning, and 
light rains during the greater part of the 
day. 

< >n the falls last evening there were seven 
feet water in the pass, down the Indian 
chute. The falls, however, are navigable 
for ascending boats, and the Morning Star, 
from Henderson, ascended the middle 
chute and landed at the city wharf. 

The river at Cincinnati had risen live feet 
since Saturday, and at Pittsburg Sunday 
the river was risiDg, with nine leet water in 
the channel, and good prospects of another 
coal boat tide. 

The Cumberland, at Nashville, yesterday 
was rising, with six feet water on the shoals, 
and beavv rains the night previous. 

Several* boats came in from Nashville yes- 
terday, and the Palestine, Cant. Crider, is 
duo this morning, with 200 hogsheads of 
tobacco for this port. That is the biggest 
load of the season. 

The Liberty No. 2, as we learn by a dis- 
patch from Evansville, will be in port this 
morning. She is the regular Wednesday 
packet for Memphis, and will start from the 
city wharf. 

The Minneola, from Pittsburg, in at 
tempting to land at the city wharf on Sun 
day evening got out on the reef of rocks at 
the bead of the falls, where she stuck hard 
aground until yesterday about noon. She 
was lightened off by the Edinburg, and tug 
boat Walker Morris. 

About five o'clock yesterday morning 
eighteen or twenty of the fleet of coal boats 
moored at the foot of Sand Isand, oppo- 
site Portland, below the fails, were torn 
loose and floated oft' in a mass down the 
river. The high winds and rising river had 
chafed the lines of the boats until they 
parted, and the heavy mass, about half a 
million. bushels of coal, was at the mercy 
of the tide. Fortunately one of the New 
Albany ferryboats and two tugboats were 
started in pursuit of the runaway coal, and 
succeeded in arresting its progress within a 
few miles of New Albany, and lauded the 
entire fleet in safety and without serious 
damage. 

The J. K. Hovle is the Green river packet 
this evening.
